The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
application is drawn towards a lens that is bonded to an LED. From the specification, 
Applicant distinguishes the bonding method from the prior art of using glue, typically 
epoxy resin. Therefore, the term "bond" in the claim is broadly interpreted to not include 
glue or epoxy resin, and narrowly interpreted by the laundry list of bond materials (none 
of them being glue) listed in the specification. The prior art fails to teach or suggest this 
feature, either broadly or narrowly.
